Applicant asserts that the software package preparation is capable of, among other things, being based on policy data, dependency data 
and configuration data as recited in the independent claims. 
In response, the examiner respectfully notes that: 

1) the specifics of these limitations, which are discussed in the remarks and which may distinguish the claims over the prior art, are 
not explicitly claimed in the independent claims; 

2) the examiner has previously suggested that the specifics of the policy data, dependency data and configuration data be recited in 
the claims to distinguish these claims over AAPA Absent the the particular details, step 1 of Applicant's method is found to be 
anticipated by AAPA because a successful distribution of software to clients necessarily requires that the same software components (old 
version) being previously installed and present on the client system (which clients are to receive which software components is 
determined by the policy information by the administrator). Furthermore, it is commonly known that installation of software requires that 
the dependency of the software components be verified because most of the time only parts of a software package is updated. Last, the 
configuration of software components need to be verified because of the different types of environment of the recipients. 
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
